courts She helped in 
the rape and murder of 13- 
year-old Nina Courtepatte 
when she was just a child 
herself, and will be 
sentenced as one for her 
part in the brutal crime, a 
judge ruled yesterday. 

The 20-year-old woman 
known only as Buffy was 
16 when Courtepatte was 
lured to a west-end golf 
course and killed in 2004. 

She was found guilty al¬ 
most one year ago for her 
part in the crime. The 
judge found that Buffy 
stabbed Courtepatte in the 
neck, and held her down 
while she was raped twice. 

Crown prosecutors are 
asking for the maximum 
seven-year penalty under 
the Youth Criminal Justice 
Act. Buffy will be 
sentenced next week.

Catholic archbishops speak out against nuclear reactors 

VICTORIA HANDYSIDES 
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Toxic waste, terrorist 
threats and depleted nat¬ 
ural resources could be 
part of Alberta’s future if 
nuclear reactors are erect¬ 
ed in the province, a reali¬ 
ty of which citizens are 
largely unaware, Alberta’s 
Catholic archbishops said 
yesterday. 

“Of course, we’re not sci¬ 
entists, we’re not nuclear 
physicists, but it seems for 
every argument that is 
posed for establishing nu¬ 
clear energy there is a 
counter,” Archbishop 


Richard Smith said yester¬ 
day. 

The bishops feel environ¬ 
mental and ethical ramifi¬ 
cations of establishing nu¬ 
clear power in Alberta 
would be vast, including 
drawing a massive volume 
of water from the 
province’s main arteries 
and the problem of storing 
nuclear waste. 

“We believe creation is 
God’s work, and we have a 
responsibility to be effec¬ 
tive stewards of it,” he said. 

“Would we be effective 
stewards of creation if that 
nuclear waste was stored 
for hundreds or thousands 
of years?” 


Four bishops issued a list 
of concerns on what they 
feel is the impending 
threat of nuclear power, 
and are urging Albertans to 
become educated on the 
potential looming energy 
source. 

A recent month-long on¬ 
line provincial government 
survey, which was only an¬ 
swered by 3,500 people, is 
of great concern to the 
archbishops, Smith said. 

A “deeper and broader” 
discussion between Alber¬ 
tans and their government 
is desperately needed, so 
people understand the 
scope and potential of nu¬ 
clear power before support¬ 


ing it as a quick fix to the 
oilsands. 

A nuclear reactor, Smith 
added, would make the 
province a terrorist beacon. 
He added the church sup¬ 
ports the use of nuclear 
technology for “peaceful” 
purposes. 

“Sadly, we’re living in an 
age of terrorism that is 
prevalent around the 
globe,” he said. “It seems 
obvious to us that a nuclear 
reactor could become a 
pretty attractive target.”

aircraft A mysterious 
plane crash is now being 
investigated after a man 
was found dead next to an 
aircraft that was missing 
since Monday. 

An autopsy was being 
carried out on the victim 
yesterday in Calgary to es¬ 
tablish a positive identifi¬ 
cation of the deceased 
man, Coronation RCMP 
said in a release 
yesterday. The pilot left 
Edmonton’s City Centre 
Airport Monday in a sin¬ 
gle-engine plane. 

A spokesman for the 
Coronation RCMP, Const. 
Brett Torpe, told Metro 
yesterday it’s “too early in 
the investigation” to 
establish the 
circumstances of the 
crash, where it was head¬ 
ing, as well as the name 
of the victim on board. 

“Due to complexities of 
the aircraft, the final 
report may not be out for 
a year,” said Torpe. 

The Calgary Chief Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s office, 
which is examining the 
remains of the deceased, 
said autopsy results could 
take several days. 

On June 19, at approxi¬ 
mately 3:30 p.m., Corona¬ 
tion RCMP were notified 
by the Canadian Forces 
Joint Rescue Operations 
Centre based in Trenton, 
Ont., that a search aircraft 
had discovered a downed 
single-engine airplane in 
a remote area 
approximately 40 kilome¬ 
tres northwest of Corona¬ 
tion.

emergency Hundreds of 
firefighters are expected to 
fly into Alberta today from 
various parts of Canada, to 
help local crews battle 
wildfires that are burning 
out of control. 

“It’s hard to predict ex¬ 
actly when these fires are 
going to be contained, and 


what we need are boots on 
the ground,” said Sustain¬ 
able Resource Develop¬ 
ment spokesman Geoff 
Driscoll. “We’re getting 
that from across Canada 
and Mexico.” 

Yesterday, there were 73 
fires burning in the 
province. Of those, 12 in 
northern Alberta were con¬ 
sidered out of control. 

Between Tuesday and 
yesterday, crews worked 


tirelessly on danger zones, 
and successfully contained 
six wildfires. Nearly 200 
Canadian firefighters 
should fly in from Ontario 
and New Brunswick today. 

Last night, 21 firefight¬ 
ers landed from Halisco, 
Mexico. The province re¬ 
cently signed a partnership 
with the region. The Halis¬ 
co crews rushed to help 
when asked earlier this 
week. No communities, 


homes, or businesses are 
under threat, Driscoll said. 

Highway 63 was re¬ 
opened Tuesday, but trav¬ 
ellers are advised to take 
Highway 881, Alberta 
Transportation spokes¬ 
woman Heather Kaszuba 
said. 

The province hasn’t im¬ 
ported this many firefight¬ 
ers since 2006, when light¬ 
ning sparked dozens of 
wildfires.

Hope seen for 2010: Survey 


The worst of the earnings 
slump may be over for 
Canadian companies, 
according to a survey of 
senior financial executives 
released yesterday. 

Most firms will see their 
revenue grow or at least re¬ 
main unchanged in 2009, 
suggesting that the down¬ 


ward trend will reverse it¬ 
self early next year, the 
survey of more than 200 
executives found. 

The study, conducted by 
Canadian Financial Execu¬ 
tives Research Foundation, 
FEI Canada, and sponsored 
by Ernst & Young, looked 
at public and private com¬ 


panies, as well as govern¬ 
ment corporations and 
agencies, academic institu¬ 
tions, and non-profit or¬ 
ganizations. 

Fifty-four per cent of re¬ 
spondents expect higher 
or unchanged revenue this 
year. 

Among public compa¬ 


nies, a small majority said 
they expect their compa¬ 
nies’ share values to in¬ 
crease in 2009.

This 
means that adopted adults and birth parents can apply for post-adoption 
birth information from birth records and adoption orders. 

An adopted adult, 18 years of age or older, can now apply for a copy of 
his or her original birth registration and adoption order. A birth parent can 
receive information from the birth registration and adoption order of the 
child that was placed for adoption once that child turns 19 years old. 

If you want your identifying information kept private, and if the adoption 
order was made before September 1, 2008, adopted adults and birth 
parents can file a disclosure veto.

In Washington, the 
White House said U.S. Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama will 
continue to defend the 
right of Iranians to peace¬ 
fully protest the outcome 
of the election without 
“meddling” in Iran’s inter¬ 
nal debate. The State De¬ 
partment strongly rejected 
claims that the U.S. was in¬

June 12 election, pointing 
out that diplomats from 
other countries had also 
been summoned.

must obtain permission be¬ 
fore discussing it. 

It would also curtail the 
natural progression of class 
discussions and could cost 
students some very valuable 
lessons. 

As well, if teachers must 
send out such advisories, 


wait for responses from 
every parent, determine 
whether or not to still pro¬ 
ceed and, if so, (presumably) 
find alternative arrange¬ 
ments for children who can¬ 
not partake, it is expected 
that some teachers will sim¬ 
ply opt for less contestable 
content. 

It should be noted that be¬ 
fore the passing of the bill, 
Alberta parents were al¬ 
ready notified before their 
children partook in sex edu¬ 
cation classes. The biggest 


difference now is the intimi¬ 
dating legal threat that 
teachers can be brought be¬ 
fore Alberta Human Rights 
tribunals and its subsequent 
effects.

One’s Own. (Her theory: “A 
woman must have money 
and a room of her own if 
she is to write.”) I won¬ 
dered if self-reflection was 
my own rite of passage — 
a notion explored in She’s 
Shameless, an anthology 
to be released next week 
by Shameless, a Toronto- 
based alt-magazine for 
young women. 

The essays are honest — 
about getting knocked up, 
knocked down, first times, 
first loves — but as co-edi¬ 
tors Stacey May Fowles and 
Megan Griffith-Greene 
wrote in the book’s intro¬ 
duction, “This is not an af¬ 
ter-school special.” 

A pregnant 16-year-old 
contemplates, then rejects, 
abortion; a fourth-grader’s 
French teacher peers down 


her shirt; a virginity is lost 
to a slimy married father 
twice her age — but that’s 
not the point. 

The voices of young 
women are rarely heard. 
Adults, often men, are in¬ 
vited on TV to wring their 
hands about teen-girl 
crises (pregnancy, anorex¬ 
ia, depression, promiscu¬ 
ity) and asked how to “fix” 
these problems. “Grow up, 
be smart, take responsibili¬ 
ty,” but teens aren’t given 
that agency, which is what 
makes She’s Shameless re¬ 
markable. The essays nei¬ 
ther condone nor con¬ 
demn; some contributors 
display regret, but their 
bios tell of eventual suc¬ 
cesses as “proud feminist 
mamas,” university gradu¬ 
ates, artists. 

As it turns out, a writer 


shared my vision quest. 
Teri Vlassopoulos on mak¬ 
ing zines, which quieted 
her restless thoughts: “If 
they’re a little embarrass¬ 
ing or if there’s some bad 
spelling in there, it’s OK ... 
What matters is the impor¬ 
tance of having tangible 
evidence and amassing 
proof. We should make 
things that we can keep 
around for later, even if 
just to burn them.” 

Some feminists believe 
women are absent from 
history books (and kids’ 
encyclopedias) because 
they were written by men.

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Obama unveils reforms 

Changes to U.S. regulation meant to prevent future collapses 


President Barack Obama 
laid out his vision for 
recrafting U.S. financial 
regulation yesterday, vow¬ 
ing to halt “a cascade of 
mistakes... over the 
course of decades” that 
eroded bank and market 
oversight. 

The Obama plan, under 
development for six 
months, next goes to the 
U.S. Congress for debate, 
where more than a dozen 
committee hearings are 
scheduled between now 
and mid-July. 

The plan takes on some 
tough jobs, such as forcing 


large financial firms to 
boost their capital cush¬ 
ions and regulating over- 
the-counter derivatives 
and securitized instru¬ 
ments. 

But it only partially tack¬ 
les a task once seen as vital 
— a top-to-bottom revamp 
of financial regulatory 
agencies. 

No merger of the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Com¬ 
mission (SEC) and the 
Commodity Futures Trad¬ 
ing Commission (CFTC) is 
being proposed, for in¬ 
stance, due largely to polit¬ 
ical obstacles. 


Opposition 

Powerful lobbying groups 
for corporate America were 
quick to pounce on the 
president's plan after it was 
released. Conservative 
House Republicans are of¬ 
fering a rival plan. 


A contentious centre¬ 
piece of the plan is vesting 
the Federal Reserve with 
new powers over “systemic 
risk” in the economy with 
the aim of preventing fu¬ 
ture disasters like Septem¬ 


ber’s collapse of former 
Wall Street giant Lehman 
Brothers and the taxpayer 
bailout of mega-insurer 
American International 
Group. 

The government would 
be also empowered to 
seize and unwind large, 
troubled companies that 
are not banks. 

As well, Obama wants to 
beef up regulation of mon¬ 
ey market mutual funds, 
credit rating agencies and 
hedge funds, which would 
be required to register 
with the SEC.

GM faces backlash 
over dealer dosings 


auto General Motors’ con¬ 
troversial decision to force 
the closing of hundreds of 
dealerships is triggering a 
backlash from store own¬ 
ers who are now contem¬ 
plating legal action at the 
same time consumers are 
expressing outrage about 
losing service. 

One GM dealer con¬ 
firmed yesterday he has 
hired legal counsel, and a 
small group of retailers 
may fight the automaker 
over pending closures and 
an alleged lack of fair com¬ 
pensation. 

“We’ve got a litigation 
team looking into this,” 
said Bob Slessor, president 
of Robert Slessor Pontiac 
Buiclc GMC in Grimsby, 
Ont. “We’re reviewing our 
options.” 


A public petition calling 
for GM to reconsider the 
closures has now topped 
2,300 names, with people 
lambasting the company 
for forcing them to travel 
long distances for future 
service and for unilaterally 
closing popular stores 
rather than letting the 
market decide. 

GM of Canada Ltd., 
which is fighting for sur¬ 
vival, announced last 
month that it would close 
240 — more than a third 
— of its 705 dealers by the 
end of October 2010, when 
their current franchise 
agreements expire. 

GM offered “wind-down 
payments” to dealers who 
agreed to close by the end 
of this year.

f seed sales are any indi¬ 
cation, vegetable gar¬ 
dens are definitely on 
the rise. Research has 
shown that vegetable 
seed sales last year out¬ 
shone the sales of flower 
seeds across North America 
for the first time, says Denis 
Flanagan, of Landscape On¬ 
tario, the provincial horti¬ 
cultural trades association. 


And the research also 
shows a new demographic 
— young, urban hipsters 
are getting into vegetable 
gardening in a big way, not 
just mature folks from the 
old country any more. 

There are plenty of rea¬ 
sons for the newfound in¬ 
terest, says Flanagan. More 
people are growing vegeta¬ 
bles because they are trying 
to eat local rather than buy¬ 
ing goods flown or trucked 
in from faraway California 
or other distant places. 

In urban centres, garden¬ 
ing often means squeezing 
in a small vegetable patch 
in a postage-stamp-sized 
backyard, or participating 
in an allotment garden. An¬ 


other variation for condo 
owners or apartment 
dwellers is a container gar¬ 
den on the balcony. The im¬ 
portant message is that is 
can be done. 

For beginners, choosing a 
few of your favourite veg¬ 
etables is the way to go. 
Don’t overextend yourself, 
or you’ll get discouraged. 
To maximize vertical space, 
plant climbing species such 
as peas or beans along walls 
or fences.

Tuna and Green 
Bean Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

3 cloves garlic, peeled 
8 oz (250 g) green beans, 
halved 

6 small red potatoes, 
halved 

2 tbsp (25 ml) balsamic or 
red wine vinegar 
2 tbsp (25 ml) low-fat 
mayonnaise 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 
pinch of salt 

1/2 cup (125 ml) fresh basil 
leaves 

8 oz (250 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 
2-1/2 cans (15 oz/425 g) wa¬ 
ter-packed tuna, drained 
6 romaine lettuce leaves 
1/3 cup (75 ml) black 
olives, for garnish 

METHOD: 

1. Blanch garlic in large 
pot of boiling water 3 min¬ 
utes. Transfer garlic to 
food processor or blender; 
set aside. Add beans to 


boiling water and cook 4 
minutes, or until crisp- 
tender. Remove beans, 
rinse under cold water 
and drain. Add potatoes to 
pot and cook 12 minutes, 
or until tender; drain. 

2. Add vinegar, mayon¬ 
naise, oil and salt to garlic 
in food processor and 
puree. Add basil and 2 tb¬ 
sp (25 ml) water and puree 
again. 

3. Transfer dressing to 
large bowl. Add tomatoes, 
beans, potatoes and tuna, 
tossing to coat. Tear 
lettuce into small pieces. 
Add lettuce and toss again. 
Garnish with olives.
